THE EXCESS PROFITS TAX 

In the public's mind, an excess prodte tax 
haa come to be viewed na oKectlve Insurance 
against profiteering In wartime. Therefore, 
It'B token for granted that congress, alert to 
the political neccMltles, will approve such a 
levy during the present limited war in Korea. 

The lawmakers might well vote for It even 
■ If added revenues weren't needetl to help pay 
defense costs; but the fact Is they are needed. 

However, the effort In the house to atta(;h 
aa excsM profits provision to tho current 
«,600,000,000 new tax bill la lll-advlscd. T.ils 
effort foiled ii^he oennte and It should meet 
a similar fato in the house. 

The pending tax bill Is essentially a cor- 
porate and Individual Income tax meaaure. 
It was drafted alter careful consiaeratlun by 
tho tax-framing senate finance committee. 
But neither that committee r»or Its house 
counterpart, the ways and means group, hoa 
had time to study properly an excess profits 
proposal. 

The proponents of Immediate action on ex- 
cess profits consequently are trying to "write 
the bill from the floor"— attach their plan 
to the existing bill without adequate prelim- 
inary study. 

When this strategy was attempted In tho 
senate. Senator George, chairman of the fi- 
nance committee, declared It would result In 
a bad tax levy. George, who Is an admitted 
conservative in financial affairs, said the 
profits plan put forward would actually tend 
to favor big corporations over smaller ones. 

Apparently the plan offered In the house 
Is generally the some. It would penalize com- 
panies whoso profits weren't especially large 
in tho -postwar period used as a base, but 
whose earnings might grow In the time Just 
ahead. Thus the growth of small enterprises^ 
m cause dear to many a lawmaker's heart, 
could be seriously hampered by this kind of 
tax. 

This problem merely Illustrates that draft- 
ing a fair excess profits bill calls for pains- 
taking care. It's not a Job for offhand treat- 
ment or hasty floor amendment. 

Furthermore, there Is utterly no need for 
haste. Although the KOrcon war has been on 
for nearly tftree months, new war expendi- 
tures hav8 not yet had large Impoct on In- 
dustry. Nor will the effect of such outloys be 
felt heavily during the remainder of 1050.
